REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments have been fully considered and found to be persuasive to overcome the prior 
art rejection. In particular, the present composition distinguishes over that of Tasaka 
because Tasaka teaches that his composition is crosslinked. In addition, the 
comparative data in the specification has been considered and demonstrates improved 
heat resistance and durability of the non-crosslinked base resin containing propylene 
resin and polymethylpentene resin having the claimed critical combination of a hindered 
phenol antioxidant, a sulfurous antioxidant, and a metallic oxide. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
